An 
assault, has been, or is said to have 
been, made upon Plevna, resulting in the 
repulse of the Russians. And a report 
from a Russian souice announces the fall 
of Kars yesterday after twelve hours, 
fighting. An engagement ha* also taken 
place at Etropol, in the direction of Sofia, 
in which a Russian attack on the Turkish 
positions, was repulsed with heavy loss. 
The Montenegrins are also reported to 
have eaptured Ant'vari. 

The attitude of Servia is again attract¬ 
ing attention, Russia is said to be urging 
Prince Milan to co-operate in the war, in 
view of the fact that Mehemet Ali is ex¬ 
pected Uf make an attempt to relieve 
Plevna at the beginning of noxt month ; 
and of the further fact that the Turks 
haye begun to construct entrenchments 
along the line of the frontier and are con¬ 
centrating troops at Clissoura and neigh¬ 
bouring points, and may any day attempt 
an invasion. The greatest activity pre¬ 
vails at Belgrade. Eight thousand in* 
lantry and six battalions left th# city on 
Saturday for tho frontier, the direction 
taken indicating a demonstration against 
Austria. Androssy, however, expresses 
his belief that Servia will not break the 
peace, 

A feeling in favour of peaoe is now 
manifested in high circles at Coustanti* 
nople. At a Council held on Friday— 
presided over by the Sultan—a general 
feeling, in which the Sultan participated, 
was expressed in favour of bringing the 
war to a close, and a hope is expressed 
that England would aid in such a move¬ 
ment. 

Tuesday. 

The report published yesterday of the 
capture of Kars by General MelikofFs 
troops has received a confirmation which 
gives some brief details of the affair. 

A special despatch to the London 
Daily News {torn Eraeroum, reporting 
the capture of Kirs by the Russians, 
says tho Turks evacuated the place and 
retreated towards Erzeroum. The Rus¬ 
sians pursued/and captured forty of the 
retreating Turkish battalions. The Turks 
lost 6,000 men killed and 10,000 taken 
prisoners, besides three hundred cannon. 
The Russian losses are reported at 2,700 
men. 

Kars was captured by 16,000 Russians, 
who climbed the steep rocks, ramparts, 
and walls, and drove an equal number of 
desperately fighting Turks in headlong 
flight oyer their ditches and parapets, 
compelling them to die or surrender. 
The principal attack was made on the 
southern forts by General Lazaroff, who 
commanded the right wing. The attack 
began in the centre about 8:30 o'clock in 
the evening, when Count Grabbe led his 
brigade against the Khanli Reboubt, and 
himself fell dead at tho first onset.

HU sword 
was cut oloan out of his hand, and his 
clothes had been pieroed. The re* 
doubt surrendered early in the morn¬ 
ing, and then the towers. Almost 
simultaneously with the capture of 
the Kahpli Redoubt, the citadel, Fort 
Sanoarri, and Fort Hafix Pasha were 
carried by assault. By daylight on Sun¬ 
day morning Lazareff's troops had made 
progress as far as the capture of Fort 
Karadagh. The other forts maintained a 
stubborn resiftance until eight o’clock, 
when all the garrisons which could escape 
fled towards Erzeroum. These were 
overtaken by dungeons and Cossacks and 
broughf back. 

The success will enablo Gen. Melikoff 
to advance to the assistance of Gen. Hey^ 
man in his operations against Erzeroum, 
which is not apparently doomed. Elated 
by her victories, Russia will now, it is 
stated, decline to listen to any offers of 
mediation. 

There is still a hitch in the negotiations 
between Servia and Russia, in conse¬ 
quence of the unwillingness of the latter 
to accede to certain of the former’s 
demands. 

Tho successes of the Montenegrins con¬ 
tinue. Though still unable to make any 
impression on Antivari they have stormed 
the citadel of Spizza, and now hold the 
coast line from the Austrian frontier to 
the River Bojana, but are hero held in 
check by two Turkish ships of war. 

Apropos of Austria, a report is current 
that the Turks have yiojated the territory 
of the Empire, certain troops having 
sacked several houses and carried off 
cattle from the noi thorn side of the lino.

WAR NEWS. 

Friday. 

General activity in all quarters at the 
seat of war, with the exception of the 
central point, Plevna, is reported this 
morning. On Monday Osman Pasha 
was summoned to surrender, but refused; 
and this, taken in conjunction with the 
reported movements of troops within the 
Turkish lines, would seem to indteste on 
the one hand an intention of attempting 
to break through the besiegers, cordon by 
a sortie, and a purpose on the other of en¬ 
deavoring to reduce the stronghold by as¬ 
sault 

Further changes continue to be report¬ 
ed from Bulgaria. Chakir Pasha has re¬ 
placed Ohefket Pasha at Orchanie, and 
Meheinet Ali, who is to be strongly re¬ 
inforced in view of the aggressive move¬ 
ments .,f Servia, has taken up a position 
ton miles west of Sofia, where he can keep 
the i viaus in check, and at tho same 
time co-operate with the forces at Orcan- 
ie. Several skirmishes are *eported be¬ 
tween the Seryian frontier guard and the 
Bashi-Bnzouks in the neighborhood. 

In Asia Minor the Russians are report¬ 
ed to have been r’epused in an attack up¬ 
on Kars and in a movement upon Fort 
Azizie, near Erzeroum—a position which 
they succeeded in carrying, but from 
which they wero immediately oxpelled. 
The Russian force of investment at this 
point is estimated at 25,000, which is not 
sufficient and Mukiitar Pasha is confident 
of his ability to hold the place until relief 
arrives.

simultaneously with the capture of 
the Kahpli Redoubt, tbe citadel, Fort 
Sanoarri, and Fort Hafix Pasha were 
carried by assault. By daylight on Sun¬ 
day morning Lazareff's troops had made 
progress as far a* the capture of Fort 
Karadagh. The other forts maintained a 
stubborn resit tance until eight, o'clock, 
when all the garrisons which could escape 
flod towards Erzeroum. These were 
overtaken bv dungeons and Cossacks and 
brought back. 

Tho success will enabio Gen. Melikoff 
to advanco to tbe assistance of Gen. Hey- 
man in his operations against Erzeroum, 
which is not apparently doomed, Elated 
by her victories, Russia will now, it is 
stated, decline to listen to any offers of 
mediation. 

There is still a hitch in the negotiations 
between Servia and Russia, in conse¬ 
quence of the unwillingness of the latter 
to accede to certain of the former’s 
demands. 

Tho successes of the Montenegrin# con¬ 
tinue. Though stilfunable to mane any 
impression on Antivari they have stormed 
the citadel of Spizza, and now hold the 
coast line from the Austrian frontier to 
the River Bojana, but are hero held in 
check by two Turkish ehips of war. 

Apropos of Austria, a report is current 
that the Turks have yiojated the territory 
of the Empire, certaiu troops having 
sacked several houses and carried off 
cattle from the northern side of the line. 

An article in the St. Petersburgh 
Gazette having recommended a Franco- 
Russian alliance to the North German 
Gazette points out that such a step wajped 
at once convert the friendship of Austria 
and Germany into hostility, 

Wednesday, 

The fall of Kars will seriously affect the 
chances, not only of Erzeroum holding 
out, but of a continuation of Osman 
Pasha’s stubborn resistance at Pldvna. 
And this ontirely apart from the effect 
this crushing reverse will necessarily pro¬ 
duce upon the morals of the Turkish 
troops. Immediately after the fall of 
Kars Gen. Melikoff set out with 15,000 
men for Erzeroum, and 17,000 men of 
the Kars array ivere dispatched for ser¬ 
vices at the soige of Plevna. A sugges¬ 
tion has been made by a prominont Gen. 
on Melikoffs staff that a corps should be 
left to cover Erzeroum while tbe remain¬ 
der of tbe Kars army should be sent, 
overland to Scutari, which, if acted upon, 
would bring the invaders to the very 
walls of the Ottoman capital. Mukhtar 
Pasha has boen summoned to surrender, 
but has refused, and is still confident of 
being able to hold out at Erzeroum. 

The Montenegrins have sustained a 
slight revorse on tho road botwoen Anti¬ 
vari and Scutari (on the Adriatic side,) 
losing three hundred killed. 

The Greek Chamber of deputies was 
yestorday occupied iD debating a proposal 
for consular reports relative to Turkish 
outrages on Hellenic subject, to which 
the Government was opposed, but the 
result is not given. 

A Berlin despatch asserts that Ger¬ 
many will support Russia’s claimi to the 
free passage of the Dardanelles.

Saturday. !-- 

The news from the sest of war is meagre 
to-day. General Gourko is said—though 
the report lacks confirmation —to have ef¬ 
fected a junction with a Servian corps 
under Horvatovitch near the frontier. 
Nothing new is reported from Erzercuin. 
The aesult on Kars was to have been 
on the 13th, and the Russian troops were 
ready for the attack, which, however had 
to be postponed owing to the bad weather. 
Orders have been issued at St. Peters¬ 
burg for the preparation of the stores 
necessary for the'mobilisation of the rest 
of the army. 

Monday. 

Two operations of an inportant charac¬ 
ter are announced this morning. An 
assault, has been, or is said to have 
been, made upon Plevna, resulting in the 
repulse of the Russians. And a report 
from a Russian souice announces the fall 
of Kars yesterday after twelve hours, 
fighting. An engagement 1ia» also taken 
place at Etropol, in the direction of Sofia, 
in which a Russian attack on the Turkish 
positions, was repulsed with heavy loss. 
The Montenegrins are also reported to 
have captured Antivari. 

The attitude of Servia is again attract¬ 
ing attention, Russia is said to be urging 
Prince Milan to co-operate in the war, in 
view of the fact timt Mehemet Ali is ex¬ 
pected t<f make an attempt to relieve 
Plevna at the beginning of next mouth ; 
and of the further fact that the Turks 
haye begun to construct entrenchments 
along the line of the frontier and are con¬ 
centrating troops at Ulissoura and neigh¬ 
bouring points, and may any day attempt 
an invasion. The greatest activity pre¬ 
vails at Belgrade. Eight thousand in- 
lantry and six battalions left the city on 
Saturday for tho frontier, the direction 
taken indicating a demonstration against 
Austria. Androssy, however, expresses 
his belief that Servia will not break the 
peace, 

A feeling in favour of peaoe is now 
manifested in high circles at Constanti¬ 
nople. At a Council held on Friday— 
presided over by the Sultan—a general 
feeling, in which the Sultan participated, 
was expressed in favour of bringing the 
war to a close, and a hope is expressed 
that England would aid in such a move¬ 
ment. 

Tuesday 

The report published yesterday of the 
capture of Kars by General MelikofFs 
troops has received a confirmation which 
gives some brief details of the affair. 

A special despatch to the London 
Daily News from Eraeroum, reporting 
the capture of Kirs by the Russians, 
says tho Turks evacuated the place and 
retreated towards Erzeroum. The Rus¬ 
sians pursued; and captured forty of the 
retreating Turkish battalions. The Turks 
lost 5,000 men killed and 10,000 taken 
prisoners, besides three hundred cannon. 
The Russian losses are reported at 2,700 
men, 

Kars was oaptured by 16,000 Russians, 
who climbed the steep rocks, ramparts, 
and walls, and drove an equal number of 
desperately fighting Turks in headlong 
flight oyer their ditches and parapets, 
compelling them to die or surrender. 
The principal attack was made on the 
southom forts by Geueral Lazaroff, who 
commanded the right wing. The attack 
began in the centre about 8:30 o'clook in 
the evening, when Count Grabbe led his 
brigade against the Khanli Reboubt, and

Fokt Walsh, Oypwss Hills, N. B. W. 
Territories, Not, 4— On the znd in.t, t, 
rode out to Dead Horse Valley, forty 
miles south-eaet of this post, where the 
Sioux are encamped. Many of the bucks 
were out hunting, end Sitting Bull him- 
felf wee away at the Cache Forks, a plac > 
of call for traders, ten miles ofF. He re¬ 
turned about fqur o’clock, and after going 
the rounds among the lodge* we adjourn¬ 
ed to hie own lodge. I met him by ap¬ 
pointment for the purpose of having a 
quiet talk with him on his own oase and 
Indian matters generally. A fieice snow 
storm bad set in, and the soughing wind 
outeide was bitterly oold, but the Chief’s 
lodge is well skinned, and with a hissing 
fire of popular sticks very oomfortable. 
Two squaws, one a handsome maiden of 
twenty, sat huddled up in a corner laugh¬ 
ing and ohatting with one of the voung 
men. Little Current, a half-breed Sioux 
and a very olever fellow, who is Sitting 
Bull’s right hand, was taking the belt off 
a cabri in the other oomor. Poplar makes 
a smoky fire, and as the wind tore down 
the centre-hole in big gusts, it was at 
times difficult for one to see his neighbor’s 
face. The Marmot, a young 8ioux of 
great renown among the people, lev like 
a sleeping dog inside tho door, and an¬ 
swered the braves who every few miuutea 

8 oked in their heads to speak with Little 
urrent, who is “boss” of the camp when 
Sitting Bull is engaged, and Chief direc¬ 
tor of the chase. While we waitod for 
•, which was being prepared in 


lodge in the rear, Sitting Bull showed me 
some of the adornments of his tepee. He 
has two rifles, one a Winchester, the 
other a repeater, and an old fowling- 
piece slung in a wampum belt; a number 
of knick-knacks, e. g ., buffalo heels, 
horns, plaited glass,a looking-glass, pipes, 
pouches, &z. ; a hat of the species 
“jerry,” whioh he said he found after the 
departure of the American Commission¬ 
ers ; clothes, trinkets, some fine peltries 
and a quantity of old newspapers. I 
asked liim if he had anv relics of the 
Custer affair, and he said he had tfot; he 
would tell me about that by-and-bye. He 
said he had a number of Freuoh books 
given him by Oatholio missionaries and 
others, but tkey wore stowed away in an¬ 
other lodge. Half an hour spent in rum¬ 
maging through the lodge brought sup¬ 
per, whioh consisted of pemmicau, oabri 
steak, and good spring water. The table 
—a buffalo hide—being cleared, the young 
men carried what remained into‘a comer 
and despatched it the Marmot returning 
and flinging himself down at the door. 
Sitting Bull, Little Current, and myself 
then crowded up to the fire, which a pa¬ 
tient sqaw fed from time to time, and oe- 
gan our talk in French very well, but 
Sitting Bull speaks it admirably, in proof 
of whioh 1 send his opening talk verbatim. 
He spoke fluently in a low tone, for he 
was sufftring from a hacking cough. I 
had told him that 1 intended to iqake 
nur talk public, and fie had evidently 
prepared himself. It is impossible to in. 
terview an Indian by a direct question 
and answer, for when he is in the mood 
for talking he runs on in defiance of in¬ 
terruptions,however brusque,to the endjof 
the chapter. I simply gave Sitting Bull 
a text, and stopped when he exhausted it; 
then I gave him another, and so on. I 
began by telling him that J had just 
heard that Bishop McLean—the excel¬ 
lent Episcopal Bishop of the Diocese of 
the Saskatchewan—had left Winnipeg 
for Eastern Canada to bring the case of 
the North-west Indians, inolnding Hitting 
Bull, before the Churches, and alto be¬ 
fore the Goverumen at Ottawa. 

Sitting Bull, gazing into the fire and 
speaking as though in a reverie, then 
slowly began :— 

The Great Spirit hos made the red 
man and the white man brothers, aud 
they ought to take each other by the

his aiips about the boys peek, continued : 

They are all readjf. This is one at the 
beet, I think he writhe very best, of my, 
ung men. His,foot are swift and his 
.. ie sjrev When* I 
take my place. He

remain then. They will never forget 
what we have went through—what we 
have suffered from the bad agents.

There was a pause here, aud the Mar¬ 
mot rose, and bowing to us again, threw 
himself by the door. 

Terrible Double Murder In England 

Ou Saturday a doubio murder w mid 
uppeur to have been committed at AVy- 
mondham, a market town within a few 
miles ot Norwich, and but a sboit dis¬ 
tance from the scene of the Stanfield Hall 
murders committed by tho notorious 
Rush. Tho accused is a working black¬ 
smith named Henry Harcb. His victims 
were a fellow workman named Henry 
Bidewell, and their employer, Thomas 
Mayes, a veterinary surgeon, who w.is 
well known and highly respeoted. March 
was in the morning sent a short distance 
into the country to shoo a horse, and it is 
believed he took more drink than was 
good for him, though ho was perfectly 
sober when seen immediately after he 
committed the crime. About noon he 
had returned, and was at work at the 
forge with Bidewell who was blowing the 
bellows while March was at tho fire. 
Some wrangling arose between tho men, 
and something which Bidewell said so 
annoyed March that he turned round, 
and with his fift knocked him down, 
servant girl named Sarah Ann Bailey, 
hearing the noise, looked out of tho win¬ 
dow of the house opposite tho forge, and 
heard March say, “I may as well finish 
you; I can only be hung.” He then 
seized a bar of iron about two feet six 
inches long and three quarter inches 
square, and with it struck Bidewell seve¬ 
ral heavy blows about tho head while he 
lay on the ground. The girl, seeiug .this 
savage attack on tho prostrate mau, ran 
down aud informed her muster of what 
she had seen ; and Mr. Mayes, who was 
upwards of seventy years of age, ran out 
and remonstrated with March, who, with¬ 
out saying a word, knocked him down, 
and witli the same iron bar batterod his 
head in a frightful manner. Leaving his 
victims lying in tho ash-pit, the one 
across the other, March loft the workshop 
and went down the lane to his home, 
about one hundred yards distant. In the 
meantime the servant girl who had wit¬ 
nessed the occurence ran aud called her 
father, who passed March in the lane , and 
said to him, “What have you done 1” 
To this he replied. “Nothing M Bailey 
went into the workshop and found the 
bodies of tho two men us they had fallen, 
their heads lying in a pool of blood. 
Both men, who were breathing heavily, 
were removed to their homes, and surgi¬ 
cal aid promptly obtained, hut it was of 
no avail. Mr. Mayes’ skull was found 
badly fiactured, tho brains protuding. 
Bidowell’s jaw was broken and his head 
fearfully battered. Mayes died in about 
two hours, and Bidewell in about four.

The report published yesterday of the 
capture of Kars by General MelikofFs 
troops has received a confirmation which 
gives some brief details of the affair. 

A special despatch to the London 
Daily News from Eraeroum, reporting 
the capture of Kirs by the Bussians, 
says tho Turks evacuated the place and 
retreated towards Erzeroum. The Rus¬ 
sians pursued,’and captured forty of the 
retreating Turkish battalions/ The Turks 
lost 5,000 men killed and 10,000 taken 
prisoners, besides three hundred cannon. 
The Russian losses are reported at 2,700 
men. 

Kars was captured by 16,000 Russians, 
who climbed tne steep rocks, ramparts, 
and walls, and drove an equal number of 
desperately fighting Turks in headlong 
flight oyer their ditches and parapets, 
compelling them to die or surrender. 
The principal attack was made on the 
southern forts by General Lazaroff, who 
commanded the right wing. The attack 
began in the centre about 8:30 o'clock in 
the evening, when Count Grabbe led his 
brigade against the Khanli Reboubt, and 
himself fell dead at tho first onset. 
Captain Kwadmioki, of the 80th Regi¬ 
ment, was the first to entar the jedoubt 
at eleven o'clock at night, His sword 
was cut oIoau out of his hand, and his 
clothes had been pieroed. The re* 
doubt surrendered early in the morn¬ 
ing, and then the towers. Almost 
simultaneously with the capture of 
the Kahpli Redoubt, the citadel, Fort 
Sanoarri, and Fort Hafix Pasha were 
carried by assault, By daylight on Sun¬ 
day morning Lazareff's troops had made 
progress as far as the oapturo of Fort 
Karadagli. The other forts maintained a 
stubborn resiftance until eight o'clock, 
when all the garrisons which could escape 
fled towards Erzeroum. These were 
overtaken by dungeons and Cossacks and 
brought back. 

The success will enablo Gen. Melikoff 
to advanco to the assistance of Gen. Heyr 
man in his operations against Erzeroum, 
which is not apparently doomed. Elated 
by her victories, Russia will now, it is 
stated, decline to listen to any offers of 
mediation. 

There iH still a hitch in tho negotiations 
between Servia and Russia, in conse¬ 
quence of the unwillingness of the latter 
to accode to certain of the former’s 
demands. 

Tho successes of the Montenegrins con¬ 
tinue.

THE FINANCE MINISTER BE¬ 
FORE HIS CONSTITUENTS. 


Full Report of Mr Cartwright s Speech 
at Napanee. 


The following is a full report of the 
■peeoh delivered by Han. Mr. Cartwright, 
in the Town Hall, Napanee, on Friday 
evening, ‘2nd instant :— 

Hon. Mr. Cartwright on rising to ad¬ 
dress the meeting w r as received with loud 
and prolonged cheers. After briffly ex- 

E ressing his pleasure at again meeting 
is constituents, and his regret that he 
had been prevented by absence in Eng¬ 
land from addressing them lust year ac¬ 
cording to his usual custom, he proceed¬ 
ed as follows I cannot but be forcibly 
reminded of the veiy considerable period 
which has elapsed since I first bad the 
pleasure of representing the cOunty of 
Lennox in the Parliament of my native 
country. Looking round these benches, 
though I am glad to perceive so many 
old familiar faces present to-night, I miss 
not a few whom all of uh would have been 
glad to see again amongst us, and whose 
Absence niaj remind us, out and all, of 
the rapid changes time is working in our¬ 
selves. Sooth to say, Mr. Chairman, l 
am inclined to think that almost the only 
thing which has not changed materially 
in these same fifteen yeursisthe attitude, 
as respects myself, of a certain number 
of gentlemen who have always shown 
themselves pretty consistent in opposing 
me under all circumstances. Formerly, 
as near as I can remember, these worthy 
people conceived it to be their bounden 
duty (at least so they told me) to oppose 
me because I supported Sir John Mac¬ 
donald. Now it appears it is equally 
their bounden duty to oppose me because 
I won’t support Sir John Macdonald any 
longer. (Here, here, and laughter.) 
When I first came forward as a candidate 
for your suffrages they wore good enough 
to inform me that they would be glad to 
support me for my own rifute, but that 
they dreaded that one so young and in¬ 
experienced would become an easy prey 
to the wiles of tlmt crafty intriguer, in 
fine, that they could swallow me, but 
that Sir John Macdonald was “really to * 
bad.” (Here, here, and laughter.) Well, 
Sir, times havo ohanged. How are we 
to explain this littlo anomaly 1 Havo 
theke gentlemen converted Sir John Mac¬ 
donald ? or is it possible that Sir John 
Macdonald has corrupted them ? (Laugh¬ 
ter.) I should really like to have an an¬ 
swer to this question at some convenient 
season. Ii, as I sincerely hope and trust, 
tliey did really succeed in turning Sir 
John Macdonalcfs last visit hero to such 
good purpose as to have brought him. 
even tor a time, tc a due sense of the 
error of his ways, few things would afford 
mo greater pleasure. I fear, However, 
that even if that were tho case, his con 
version must have taken place after, and 
not before, the demonstration in the 
Crystal Palace grounds ; and what i« 
still more to bo lamented, that if there be 
a particle of truth in the reports that 
havo reached us from so many quarters, 
of the right honorable gentleman's lan¬ 
guage and conduct at Whitby, atf Lind¬ 
say, at Aiisa Craig, at IIagarsville,vit St. 
Thomas, and at .'divers other placW I 
fear that his conversion cannot have been 
of a very durable character, and that his 
fall from grace (when once be left the 
pure atmosphere of Napanoe) was both 
r^pid and signal. (Cheers and laugliter.) 
Now, Sir,*there is one small point of dif¬ 
ference between these excellent gentle 
men and myself. In former days, when 
the charges against Sir John Macdonald, 
liowever grave, rested mair.ly on suspi¬ 
cion and circumstantial evidence wbicn 
might be explained away, I gave him the 
benefit of the doubt; I refuse l to pro¬ 
scribe him, ana 3 ! demanded that before 
I was asked to condemn him thcovidcncc 
must be clear and uncontrovertible. 
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near it as any mere piped can ; and, 
after no inconsiderable expeiience, I am 
willing co bear testimony that Dr. Top¬ 
per fs one of the finest living apscimons of 
a paenyderm in existence. (Loud laugh¬ 
ter.) Asking your pardon for this little 
digression, I observe that in his speech 
delivered here the good Doctor has fol¬ 
lowed his usual custom. On all occasions 
on which I have hitherto had the pleasure 
of hearing or reading bis efiorts, T have 
remarked that he invariably commences 
with a vehement flourish of trumpets, in 
the course of which he declares that he is 
about to answer every argument and 
analyse every statement; to take up his 
opponent’s speeches bit by bit and dis¬ 
prove them in detail. 1 have observed 
also that as soon as this preliminary 
flourish is well over, it is equally his in¬ 
variable custom to divesge to totally irrel¬ 
evant subjects, and to leave bis promised 
analysis to anyone who cares to try his 
hand upou it. I perceive that he has 
faithfully adhered to his old tactics hero. 
He had obtained that morning, for tlie 
firatJunp;(io he stat^cL) a copy of my 
Newmarket speech* delivered and print¬ 
ed some months before, and he promised 
a mps}, critical revipw r pf. the same. Now, 
whatever my faults may 4>e, L don’t think 
any man can reasonably charge me with 
lack of plain speaking, especially with 
respect to my predecessor’s financial 
sms. ^}icar, hera, and laughter.) My 
charges and ray language were plain and 
clear. They were mainly these two : I 
coudemncd the fiscal administration of 
the late Government of two grounds; 
first, because they bad raised the aunual 
expenditure of Canada some ten millions 
of dollars in six years, that is, from about 
thirteen and a half millions in 1867-8, to 
tweuty-thieo and a half millions in 1878- 
4; secondly, because, not content with 
this, they had further entangled us in ad¬ 
ditional liabilities, involving, at tho least, 
a further annual outlay of three millions 
per annum, and I alleged that in so doing 
they had committed a most grave error, 
and shown groat want of foresight. Now 
if in bringing this accusation, which was 
supported by many minute details, for 
which l refer you to my speech at New¬ 
market, I had made any false statements 
or committed any serious mistakes, noth¬ 
ing could have been oasior than for tho 
learned Doctor to have exposed my er¬ 
rors. My statements and my figures are 
matters of public record, and Dr. Tuppor 
has had every opportunity for a long 
timo back to analyse and expose them, so 
far, at any rate, as 1874 and 1870 are 
concerned. (Iloar, hear.) Now, what 
was liis answer? Passing over for tho 
moment any objection taken by him to a 
certain auiouut charged by mo to income, 
and which he alleges should have boon 
properly charged to capital, his whole 
and solo defence would appear to be this: 
—That we have po right to charge the 
i receding Government with extravagance 
because, forsooth, we expended $1,170,- 
000 more m 1876-0 than was expended 
in 1878-4 ! Why, Sir, this is part, and by 
no means the lightest part, of my iudiet- 
mont against them. I have always held 
it to bo one of the worst parts of their 
offences against the State that, beanies 
making an enormous addition to our an¬ 
nual expenditure, they left behind them 
such a monstrous mass of unmatured 
debts and liabilities that it was wholly 
impossible for us, in spite of all our ex¬ 
ertions, to bring our t<rtal expenditure 
within anything like moderate bounds 
for at least two or three years. Let us 
do what Dr. Tapper either could not or 
would not do. Let us analyse tho 81,- 
170,001) excess, and then judge for your¬ 
selves how far wo can be neld responsible 
for it.

a fair question might be raised as to the 
relative merit of* specific and an ad 
valorem system; but there is tonqnestion 
that such a comparison does not arise in 
the presenv cose, while the specific duty 
is much more easily collected, is leas ex¬ 
posed to fraud, ana prevents the impor¬ 
tation of a class of deleterious and low- 
priced teas into the country. As a mat¬ 
ter of faet, it was found in England that 
if you had any duty at all the true pro¬ 
tection of the public required the impo¬ 
sition of a specific duty, so as to check 
the importation of these worthless goods. 
The true doctrine, as I contend; is not to 
attempt an over nice adjustment of these 
matters by an ad valoreih tariff, which is 
liable in certain classes of articles to be 
grossly abused ; but if you find by any 
chance that the taxes press too heavily on 
the poorer classes of the community— 
whose interests should be the special caro 
of all legislators—the proper way is to 
balanco that pressure by remissions in 
other directions, or by putting taxes—as 
wo have done—on articles which may be 
termed luxuries of one kind o» another. 
$.’hat is the way to obtain the true balance 
Jiot by talking nonsense about the differ¬ 
ence between specific and ad valorem 
duties. (Hear, hear, and cheers.) 1 
notice that these gentlemen $re making 
a great point of our iniquity in Refunding 
- some $09,000 to the Great Western Rail¬ 
way. Well, Sir, it was not to the Great 
-Western alone, but also to the Canadian 
Southern and the Northern ; and what 
will this assemblage 6ay -because I know 
that, whether you are supporters of the 
Government or not, the most of you are 
fair and candid people—what will you say 
when I tell you that the refund was only 
made l»y us because the Grand Trunk had 
received from these gentlemen a refund 
to the extent of $200,000 on precisely the 
same class or articles ? (Hear^hoar.) It 
was an act of the simplest justice ; these 
railroads had a right to demand it, all 
admitted tint right but finding that this 
exemption was one likely to be abused, 
my first act in adjusting the tariff in 1874 
was to remove the articles in respect of 
which tho refund was made from the free 
list, and mako them pay ten per cent, 
duty for the future. (Cheers.) Then as 
to the charge of having improperly trans¬ 
ferred items from oapital to income, I 
havo no hesitation in saying that one of 
tho duties of a Finance Minister is to 
revise these matters, and see that such 
items are classed under their proper 
heads. This was the view taken by 
other Ministers of Finance, and]notably 
by Sir Francis Hiticlra, who, and very 
properly too, caused several entries ag¬ 
gregating some hundreds of thousands 
ofdollais to be transported from capital 
'to iucomo account under somewhat 
analagous circumstances. I exercised 
tho right of that duty for the follow¬ 
ing reasons :—1 lay down the position 
that in the case of old railways like those 
of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick you 
must not allow' an open account to be 
kept. To koep an open account is to 
payo tho way for all sorts of disorder 
and irregularity.

I have always held 
it to bo one of tho worst parts of t^lieir 
offences against tho Stato that, besides 
making an enormous addition to our an¬ 
nual expenditure, they left behind them 
such a monstrous mass of unmatured 
debts and liabilities that it was wholly 
impossible for us, in spite of all our ex¬ 
ertions, to bring our t<Ttal expenditure 
within anything like modorato bounds 
for at least two or three years. Let.us 
do what Dr, Tupper either could not or 
would not do. Let ua analyse tho $1,- 
170,000 excess, and then judge for your¬ 
selves how far wo can be held responsible 
for it.

Now, 
Sir, if wo were wrong in that, wliat will 
you say of those worthy gentlemen who 
pimveded us / The plain truth of the 
in it'ti-r is this, and it is well that the pub¬ 
lic should understand it:—For many 
reason., it lias been found by the Customs 
auh.i ities that the imposition of an ad 
volor.'m duty on tea is in itsolf specially 
call 'll ited to promote fraud. Teas vary 
enormously in appearance, and it is a 
doubly difficult thing in a country which 
lias s i many ports of entry as ours to 
avoi l frauds. Moreover, the great Uttlk 
of our people, habitually consume corn 
parativcly higher-priced teas, according 
to the inquiries 1 made before the inipc" 
sition of these ityitios ; and it is a matter 
of easy doiiionstration that the general 
body of the consumers would lose a great 
deal more by frauds committed under an 
ad valorem duty than they could’possibly 
do by the imposition of a moderate 
specific duty.

It is all 
we can do to protect the revenue under 
the existing duty, and it Would have been 
an act of rash felly to havo added to that 
difficulty by imposing a heavier one. 
But let us see what the extent of this tax 
on malt, of which they complain so much, 
really is ; and first, let us understand 
how far it is likely to distrew the agricul¬ 
tural community of tins oountry. Ac¬ 
cording to the best estimates we have been 
able to obtain, about ten million bushels 
of barley were grown in Canada this last 
year. Now, there were just 9,115.0(0 
gallons of ale manufactured i:: Canada 
during the same period winch paid an ex* 
cise duty ; and out of those ten million 
bushels of barley we consumod some-600,- 
000 or 700,000 bushels in making malt. 
Now, even supposing that a t«\ on malt 
is equivalent to a tax on barley, which I 
don’t at all admit, I would like to ask any 
man how it would he. possible tnat the 
price of barley would.be affected by a tax 
on the 000,000 or 700,000 bushels so con- 
sumod while some 9j&00,000 bushels re¬ 
mained uuallected. (Hear, hear, and 
cheers.) And yon must bear in mind 
that the only way irt which the price of 
barley could bo affected by the duty, 
would be in so far as the quantity con. 
stuned for the purpose of hrewiog was 
materially diminished. Now, up to the 
present day (unless, indeed, the brewers 
have been putting leer barley in their 
beer, and that is a poii: upon which I can 
give you no information) the quantity of 
beer which pays excise has in no respect 
diminished (hear, hear); and in any oase 
the sum total ot the diminution would be 
so utterly insignificant, comparatively 
speaking—amounting to a mere fraction 
of one percent, of tho quantity of barley 
grown—that it can by no possible means 
diminish the price you receive for that 
cereal. As to its actual cost to the beer 
consumer, I would say that, according to 
the best evidence wo could obtain, it 
would amount-to about or.c-eighth of a 
cent per tumbler—(hear, hear, and laugh¬ 
ter)—and if any geutlemau accustomed to 
indulgo in that beverage chose to deny 
himself two glasses in- the hundred 
it would amply make up all the 
additional tax he would be called 
on to pay to the general exchequer. 
And 1 wish to call your attention to the. 
fact that when I imposed that tax I took
